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P THROUGH FREIGHTS. 
2 * GOVERNOR BROWN GIVES IN HIS 
VIEWS 


On Wiet He Regards as the Impropriety of Giving 
the Railroad Commission of the State Authority 
Over Through Freights From Other 
States -- The Question Argued. 


We give below part of the speech of Senator 


SS Brown before the joint committee of the leg- 


lature on the impropriety of giving the rail- 
road commissioners control over through 
freight from other states. The rest of the 
argument on that question: will appear to» 
morrew morning. Senator Brown, speaking 
of the commissioners, said: 

But thatis not all. They also want con- 
trol ever the, entire matter of through rates 
and that is a grave question.’ By this they 
mean that they want jurisdiction over all 
freights that come from another state into 
Georgia and stop there, or that come from an- 
other state and pass through the territory of 
Georgia, into another state. The proviso in 
_ the fifth section of the act expressly excludes 
them that jurisdiction. Ought they to have 
it? 1 want to discuss that question. 

ff you ifttend to permit railroads to 
mike any profit or. any dividends 
aijon = their investment they must 
make it on freights or fare paid by somebody. 
What they do not make on through freights 
they must make on local freights. It would 
seem that the purpose of the conmission now 
is te compel the carrying of through freights 
ever our roads in Georgia at the same rate 
eharged on our home or local rates, 
“Freights brought from abroad 
further for less rates 

at home.” {[Ib. page 4.] 
While that is true, and it must be so, 
oryou exclude the foreign freight entirely 
and’then the roads have .to fall back upon 
your home productions and make their money 
entirely out of local freights. Let me illus- 
trate thut. 
committee would complain if he wanted to 
remove ten tons of corn from Marietta to At- 
Janta and asked us to take it and with our 
trucks and employes roll it into the ear and 
load it. in Marietta, then haul it to At- 
lanta, twenty miles, and unload it and de- 
liver it and take the responsibility, that we 
had charged him too much if we were to ask 
$10 for transporting the ten tonsof corn. That 
is less probably than is justly charged in many 
jocalitics. What would that amount to? Five 
cents a ton a mile on the freight. That is not

apply that in our own state: instead of bring- 
ing it twenty miles, suppose we bring it 
a hundred miles from Dalton to Atlanta? 
The same rate charged, five centsa ton a mile, 
would be $50 forthe car load of corn. That 
is17'% cents a bushel, or 30 odd cents a hun- 
4lred pounds. The citizens of Dalton and the 
farmers around cannot bear that, and they 
are not required to pay us any such price. 
They get a lower rate on a longer distance, 
“Therefore the rule will not do as applied right 
at home in our own state. It 
is reasonable, just and fair to charge the $10 
for loading, hauling and unloading and de- 
livering the ten tons of corn for 20 miles. But 
«harge the same rate for carrying it 100 miles 
in Greorgia, and it runs up in round numbers 
to 17 4c a bushel, which is unreasonable, and 
more than the producer can bear.

Nev, if lean understand language, it is a 
©o..plaint that we bring it from abroad for 
less than wecarry it at home. : 

Mr. Barnett—That is not for less per mile, 
but for actually less. That is, there are many 
freights which are brought into the state and 
<arried for 400.or 500 miles not only at less per 
mile, but the agyregate less. That is 
to say, where a charge would be 
ten dollars for carrying this through 
freight 500 miles, the charge for carrying the 
ssame amount of home freight for the same or 
#4 less distance. That is what I mean. 

Mr. Brown—Then why did you not say so 
in your report? It would be very difficult for 
the colonel to find his instance in practice. 
But, carrying out the line of argument I was 
upon, it has been a favorite habit in Georgia 
with partisans and demagogues for a long time 
to cry out that we ought to carry everything 
at the same rate per mile. Then one car load 
of corn from a point in the west 800 miles off 
would cost S00 to bring it here at the rate 
<harged on it from Marietta to Atlanta. You 
planters would not stand that very welJ. 

Mr. Barnett—1I would ask this: Have we.in 
the jurisdiction we have exercised over local 
rates pursued the method you refer to of pro- 
rating per mile? 

Mr. Brown—I do not think you have in all 
«cases. I believe you have in some probably. 
lam not positive about that. You are more 
familiar with your own proceedings. 

Mr. Barnett—I say we have not. 

Mr, Brown—So much the better. 
you will not do it in future. 

Mr. Barnett—Your argument is based upon 
that. You evidently have misconstrued and 
and interpolated by that misconstruction the 
word “per mile’ from what you read.

Then they load their steamers with 
cotton and our production back to New York, 
and load their cars in New York with western 
bound freights. Now that freight, landed as 
I have said, in Charleston and Savannah by 
the steamboats from New York, we can take 
and carry to Louisville ata very low rate, 
and make money on it. Why? Because they 
are in a war of rates between the trunk 
lines in the north. There is no consolidation 
there. There is competition there in. the 
broddest sense of the term, between 
the trunk lines. That competition is running 
the business. Andin that war of rates they 
bring freight so low to New York that they 
still have a margin on which they can afford 
to bring it further, and land it right in our 
rear, and lay it down in our coast cities cheap- 
er than we can do and make anything? . Now 
what are we to do? Give up Sayannah 
and Charleston to them entirely? But if we 
surrender our Outposts, to use a military 
phrase, they will then invade the next inte- 
rior point, and so on. We = are, there- 
fore obliged to make a stand at these points, 
no matter whether we make anything on the 
freights or not. Consequently our roads have 
to go into the western markets and take pro- 
duce to send into Charleston and Savannah 
and other coast cities as long as the trunk 
lines carry it there.

THE FENCE QUESTION. 


The Bill Regulating the Elections on Fence or No 
Fence. 

THE CONSTITUTION has been requested to publish 
the full text of the bill passed several weeks ago 
amending the laws in relation to elections on the 
fence question, The bill was signed by the governor 
on the 26th of August, and is as follows:

elections to be held under said section at such 
time as the ordinary may appoint, and by striking

By the appearance of the body it must have 
lain there for at least ten days. We buried 
the body at 5 p.im., August 14th. On account 
of the decomposed state of the corpse it was 
an utter impossibility to move it toany point 
of interment, as the nearest cemetery is about 
eleven miles distant.”

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ACONVICT’S DEATH. _ 


A Story that Savers of Most Appalling Brutality. 


A fewdays ago Tae Corstitvtion published a 
short account of the death of John Mathews, the 
convict near Ball Ground, on the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad. The account was in the 


language of an ex-convict, young Duncan, an At | 


lanta boy, who wis present when the on ta 
wax done, but who was subsequently pardoned. 

Since the article made its appearanec the case 
has caused a great deal of comment, and public cu- 
riosity has run high forfatrue statement of the 
eceurrence and THe Constitution is able this 
sass pe coy | to satisfy that curiosity. 

John Mathews was a young white man, sentenced 
from Hall county for seven years for burglary. Sub- 
sequent to his conviction, which was since January 
last, his health gave way, and he was kept in the 
Hall county jail until a few months ago, when he 
was turned over to the lessees working the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad. From the beginning 
of his carcer as a convict his conduct was good, and 
no charge was brought against him unjil to-day two 
weeks ago, when he made an attempt 
to escape. On that day Mathews was working on 
the road with the rest of the corivicts, near Ball- 
ground. He had on a convict suit and was shackled 
asthe rest. About 10 o'clock in the forenoon he 
suddenly made a break for freedom, but before he 
ran far the guard fired athim. The shot missed its 
mark and Mathews continued his flight some three 
hundred yards, when he was captured by the sheriff 
of Cherokee county, who happened to meet him, 
and by whom he was returned to the camp and 
turned ever to Mr Charles’ Phillips, Jr, 
one of the managers of the convicts, 
in that lease. When Mathews was turned over to 
him and his offense made known, Mr Phillips pro- 
ceeded to punish him by using the strapon his 
back. This he did to such an extent that the con- 

‘jet died and a coroner's jury has since said that 

s death is indfrectly the result of the too free use 

the whip. 

As to the whipping, there are many rumors. It is 
said that as soon as Mathews was returned to Phil- 
lips’s care, Phillips threw him upon the ground, 
and, taking a pick-ax, drove one point into the 
ground beside Mathews’s neck, which was placed 
under the handle, on which cmalipe placed his foot, 
thus pinning the helpless man to the ground. Then 
Philips, with hisown hand, laid the strap on until 
the flesh parted and the blooa oozed from the ugly 
wounds. One application did not appear to be 
enough in Phillips's opinion and for two days, at 
stated intervals, the dose was frequently repeated 
until Mathews’s death prevented further cruelty.; 

Soon after the convict’s death he was buried 
in the grounds set off for this 
purpose, but the cruel treatment ‘was 
noised about until it reached the ears of Governor 
Colquitt, who ordered an official investgation of the 
ease. Last Thursday Dr. Raines, the penitentiary 
physician, Who has always been instrumental in al- 
leviating the sufferings of the unfortunate, accom- 
panied by Mr. Frank Haralson, went up to Canton 
to inquire into the death. After reaching the camp 
all sorts of rumors were borne to them, but their 
mission was an important one, and they sought 
for truths. The coroner of the county was 
secured, a jury impaveled, witnesses sworn, and an 
inquest held. The body of Mathews was taken up 
and a thorough, complete and satisfactory investi- 
gation had. The evidence deposed has been kept 
for future use. The treatment the convict received, 
and by whom it was inflicted, was ascertained and 
will be shown to the proper authorities when asked. 
After the investigation, which was made with great 
care, the jury returned a verdict in which they de- 
clared that John Mathews, the convict, came to his 
death from heart disease super-induced by cruel 
treatment. Phillips was not present at the investi- 
gation. 

Since the inquest Dr. Raines has returned to At- 
lanta but declines to be interviewed upon the sub- 
ject. He says, however, that he has the evidence 
and when the propertime arrives will allow its 
publication and give all the facts connected with the 
case. When the reporter reviewed to him the rumors 
he had gathered the doctor said: ‘*Waitand I will tell 
you all in plenty time.’’ Thus it will be seen that 
he does not deny the statement set forth above. 

Mr Haralson is now in Cherokee county using 
every exertion to secure a good case against I’hillips, 
who has made himself scarce since the death of 
Mathews. 

To both Dr Raines and Mr Haralson the state is in- 
debted for a careful and impartial investigation of 
the death of Mathews, the convict, whose only sin 
wus an effort to escape the chain-gang.
